tically,” said Kilmer 

“We were left completely 
without a clue as to how the an 
cient music might have sounded 
though, said Kilmer 

With or without the cunieform 
texts, it was clear that in the an- 
cient world primarily 
Mesopotamia, Syria and Palestine 
there was a rich musical life. said 
Kilmer . 

The first-ot ‘fhe six discovered 
texts was a mdthematical text of 

~ Neo - Babylonian period One 
~viumn contained coefficients for 
various mathematical operations 
relating to the instrument strings 

“It is of some interest that music 
and mathematics went hand in 
hand in those days,’ suggested 
Kilmer 

Shown in this text were 14 two - 
string combinations made from a 
number of strings on an 
instrument 

Each di - chord (two tones for- 
ming a chord) had a name such as 
“the rise of the duplicate” or “the 
fali from the middle 

Each string was given a 
number, and because the string 
cominations made only used 
numbers one to seven. it was 
suspected that the music was ina 






heptatonic (seven tone) scale.” 
said the internationally known 
authority on Near Eastern 
cultures 


A second lexicai text also from 
Ur explained how the ancients 
named the strings, said Kilmer 
The “Ea - creator,” the fourth 
String, was particulariy significant 
because it was named after the 
God of the Arts, the patron of 
music,” said Kilmer 

A third lexicon from 1100 BC 
from Assure catalogued hymn 
titles using the names of seven of 
the 14 string combinations to des- 
cribe the hymns 

But, a “tuning text” giving 
instructions for the runing of alyre 
of Ur in 1800 B.C. tied the previous 
three findings together, said 
Kilmer. From the text seven stan- 
dard scales were fourid to be iden- 


tical to seven Greek scales 
“Musicolagists who worked 


with this particular information 
were able to demonstrate that our 
previous guess that the scales 
were heptatonic and diatonic were 
correct,” claimed Kilmer 

A recording, performed by 
Kilmer's colleague Richard 
Crocker, of the only existing com- 
plete Hurrian cult hymn to the 
moon goddess of childbirth and 
fertility concluded the presen- 
tation 

Kilmer composed her ar- 
rangement of how the hymn may 
Nave sounded based on her inter- 
pretation of the notation in the 
Hurrian song text 

While she said her analysis may 
be the “simplest” compared to 
Other interpretations, she 
conceded, “I don't think we can 
pretend we know exactiy how it 
was sung in the church’

Kaufman and Moss Hart comedy 
Unfortunately, he failed again 
George Washington Slept Here 
first produced in 1940. is set during 
the 40s Middle - aged, city - dwell- 
ing Newton Fuller has always 
secretly craved the life of acountry 
squire. But his wife Annabelle, who 
18 also city - bred and accustomed 
to the conveniences of big city life, 
is skeptical of Newton's plan to 
become a gentieman farmer 
Newton, wanting to put down 
roots where he can feel the grass 
beneath his feet and watch the 
Stars come out at night, springs his 
surprise on the family in the open- 
ing scene. He just purchased a 200 
year - old farm that is rumored to 
have housed General George 
Washington as an overnight guest 
during the American Revolution 
When Annabelle inspects the 
new family premises, however, the 
Fullers discover their new home 
has no running water, the walls are 
collapsing and the roof leaks 
Also, adding insult to injury, the 
local museum curator drops by 
and informs Newton that it wasn't 
George Washington that spent the 
night after all, but Benedict Arnold 
instead 
The rest of the plot is devoted to 
Fuller's increasingly complicated 
home life. Instead of becoming the 
country squire he had anticipated, 
he is forced to cope with family and 
financial problems. But, the Fullers 
manage to put it all together when 
their next door neighbor, Mr. Pres- 
cott, attempts to underhandedly 
buy their house

Lorimer gives campus 
concert this Saturday

Internationally acclaimed 
baroque and classical guitarist 
Michael Lorimer will appear in 
concert Saturday at 8 p.m in the 
Music Recital Hall “Twentieth 
Century Music of the Americas” is 
the theme of the concert presented 
as part of the CSUS Festival of New 
Music. All of the festival events are 
free to the public 

Besides possessing a 


reputation as one of the world's 


best guitarists, Lorimer is highly 
regarded as a teacher, transcriber 
scholar and journalist. He joined 
the faculty of the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music during the 
‘60s. The late Sol Hurok, an in- 
fluential impresario, arranged 
national tours in the early '70s that 
brought Lorimer public 
recognition 

Lorimer was raised in Los 
Angeles where he started studying 
guitar at age 10 Eventually he 
Studied under guitar great Andres 
Segovia. Lorimer feels that study- 
ing under such a great master had 
rewards other than development of 
technique 

“Through Segovia's playing, my 
understanding of the guitar's 
potential expands. In some cases 
Segovia's playing has shown me 
paths for transcending my 
limitations and reaching for more 
feeling in my playing.” 

Being a protege of Segovia's 
helped bring fame to Lorimer while 
still in his early 20s. it was on 
Segovia’s recommendation that 
Hurok engaged Lorimer to tour 
America 

Lorimer is noted for a large 
repertoire consisting of  tran- 
Sitional classical works, new com- 
positions and music for the baro- 
que guitar He feels especiatty 
comfortable playing the baroque 
guitar, an instrument smaller and 
more compact than a classicai 
guitar 

Although Lorimer feels at home 
with baroque guitar, he also has a 
large repertoire of new music 
some of which has been written 
especially for him Saturday's 
concert features compositions by 
20th century compesers from the 
United Statés afd Catin America 

In choosing ~ material for a 
concert Lorimer tries to select 
music both he and his audience 
will enjoy

Murphy's Law, the defending 
national champions, won the 88C 
yard relay, the volleyball 
competition, the obstacle course 
and the final event, the tug - of - 
war 

In the obstacle course, Mur- 
phy’s combined time was 50.47 
with Mr. Bill's and Lamba Chi 
finishing at 5564 and 5567 
respectively 

Murphy's captured the tug - of - 
war by defeating four opponents 
Taste Buds, Second to None. 
Lambda Chi and Jenkins in the 
finals 

Lamba Chi took third while 
Second to None was fifth (due to a 
default, there was no fourth place) 

Taste Buds came up with a win 
in the frisbee competition Wednes- 
day, beating out Murphy's to break 
Tuesday's tie. Lamba Chi was third 
and Second to None took fourth 

Murphy's now moves on to 
represent CSUS in the Northern 


California Championships in 
January. 
Last year more than 6,000 teams 


entered the nationwide collegiate 
competition and Murphy's Law 
rallied to bring home CSUS'’ first 
national title in any athletic 
competition.

facilities in the compound 

Despite the ioss of the Castie, which is now struc-

There is a 
black number painted outside above each window 
and Art explains that they are for security A guard 
seeing trouble going on in a room can Call it in by 
number since he may not know the resident's name

triggers a signal on a control panel, alerting security 
forces of troub! 


The response is immediate,” Belton stresses 
He's worked at the schooi for 11 years but says he 
joesn | wear his ‘panic button’ because, he said, he 
iS lazy 

Despite the security precautions, many wards 
nave escaped from the Preston School of Industry 

We always catch them,” Terhune says, noting 
that many of the wards get lost in the brush or 
wander in circles through the fog 

There was a guy who had been out for aheck ofa 
long time who hitchhiked back into town,” he 
relates “He thought he was in another town and he 
was right down here at the corner ” 


Strolling over the slopes of lawn at the end of the
